The Qiaroputable and dislioiiosL iiiau- 
nor iu which raiuing Ktooks have been 
mauipulnted by ibo San Fmnciaeo 
stock dealers has resulted not oiilj iu 
great personal uojuryj- to thousands 
of people, but ib has inflicted Borious 
injury upon the leadiiii,' interest of tlio 
State and coast by bringing the niiues 
into disrepute and disfavor, for 
people abroad as ^Yoll as tho iuexperi- 
enoed ones at home who have 
sviffered by dealing iu stocks, and 
those who have witneased tho Bufferings 
of others are very apt to charge their 
miafortunes upon tho iunocent mines 
rather than upon the unprincipled 
stock dealers, wbftate the 'only ones in 
fault. No doubt'raucli'of the ill fortune 
experienced by those who have iiastily 
invested in mining property is duo to 
■wilful, corrupt, or reckless extrava- 
gance on the part of of the manage- 
ment, but by far the greater portion 
can be traced directly to the doors of 
unpriucipaled stock gamblers. There 
should be reform— such reform as may 
yet bo compelled by law— in tho mun- 
agoment of mining enterprises, and 
earnest efforts should bo made to sup- 
preBB stock gambling. Much of the 
mischief occasioned by stock dealing 
w in buying and selling of stocks on 
-*;'-niargius." AVe cannot prevent peo- 
ple from buying and selling stuckn, but 
wfccau prohibit and practically prevent 
atflck gambling. None nor all of the 
-rarious games usually engaged in by 
^^ofessional gamblers are as injurious 
ig their effectj upon the morals and 
Siiances of a community as are the 
games manipulated by the stock gamb- 
lers of Sun Francisco.

Koss to navigate Fraser 
BivjBifrfor.ajaistanco of -tix miles on either 
side of Qtiesnelmouth for a term of throo 
years at ft nomiuul rental of S200. Nor 
■would it lossuu tho oncrmity of Mr. Wal- 
keni's offeuco in standing up in open court 
at Gai-iboo and contondirg that tho hoUlor 
of tho lease had a right to colloot from 
Grant A Arndt 50 cents for every pas- 
BQDgor; 75 cents for every horse, mule or 
cattle; 25 centa-for every , sheep or hog, 
and 25 cents per ft. on every 100 fta. of 
merohandise or produce they might carry 
on their steamboat. By the terms of the 
laase no man could enter or quit Cariboo, 
by what the Chief Justice pi o[)orly term- 
ed the "natural highway," without being 
Bubjected to a poll-tax of six bits; nor 
could ho eat a pound of food, buy a suit 
of clothes, smoke a cigar, or quiilf tho so- 
cial glass without "seeing" Mr. Eoss. ^Ir 
H. had a "good thing" on his brotlior 
Caribooites Binoa lliey could not eat, 
drinlc, smoke, sneeze or scarcely broatlio 
except they first paid tribute to him. Tlie 
Taxachv Steal was a choice bit of rascality; 
but it was a mere bagatelle whoa contrast- 
ed with tho Qnesnel Ferry Job. By tho 
flr.^t a valuable piece of tho publiu do- 
maiu wnH alienated from tlio people; but 
tho soeond not only phiced a tux on tho 
prime uoeospiiries but on tho luxurios of 
life aa well, to tho grout datrimont and in- 
jury of tho people of Cariboo and the 
everlasting profit of Mr. Rosa. The lease 
was a mineof wealth— aBig Bonanza— the 
profits of which, it is said, would have 
netted tho holder from 815j000^to $20,000 
a year, if tho Chief Justice had not decid- 
ed that tho charter was illegal and that 
the lease, so far as it related to the navi- 
gation of Fraser Eivor, was void. Wo 
oannot do bettor than roproduco His 
Lordshiu's very words: 

"I Biipposo that tho Fraser at Qaosiiclmoiith Is, ex- 
cept Victoria and Nanilmo, as cooatautlj iiavinaluil 
as any waters In tUa Province; and not cvuii nii oi- 
prus.) liraut from the Crown could In tho faco of ihnl 
Act of Parllainont enable a ferxjman to doso tliu 
nnviK'atio'i oi HO frequented a piece of water, any 
iiioro than tliu ferryman at tue foot of Johuntun 
Btroet, Victorin. could cUiiu to prevent tUo puoiilo 
landing ts mueli as lliey pIcaBod ou iliffereut Bidon of 
Vletotta harbor." 

When intelligence nr.st reached ua of 
tho monstrous character of the charter wo 
wore disposed to take a very charitable 
view of Mr. Wtdkem's oflTence. Indeeil, 
wo wore induced tobolievo that the holder 
of the Ifcai-e had jjlaced a strained inter- 
pretation ou its scopo, and that upon Mr. 
Walkem'a attention being called to it ho 
would at once set him right. But the re- 
sult showed that Mr. \Yalkem was as deep 
in the mud ns Mr. Ross was in tho mire, 
Jn addition to having ilvawn and granted Ihu 
lease howai aciuallv Mr. Ross' legal adviser, 
and appeared in Court at liarkertillc to 
plead ill behalf of his protege's demand.^. 
We have already stated that tho lease was 
upset; that it was decided to be illegal in- 
vade the aacred lights of the subject by 
closing the waters of a natural highway to 
navigation. The suit was dismissed with 
costs. 

Two years aftorwiirds, wliontlio gonoial 
elections came on, Mr. Davio was attack- 
ed by Mr. Walkein's Cariboo organ — the 
Sanrtne/- with a virulence that has been 
seldom equalled by a Press in thia Pro- 
vince, we have a file of that journal bo- 
fore us as we write. It contains para- 
graphs wliich state that Mr. Davie was an 
oppoueut of tho Walkem Oovernmont ' o- 
caiiHo ho would not jdedgo hiiunelf to 
support Mr. Walkein through thick and 
thin, right or wrong. Because ho would 
not submit to have tho Walkem collar ri- 
veted about bis neck and bo led like a 
hound by the chain withersoever Mr. Wul- 
keiii listed. In his address Mr. Davie 
announced himself as a iTupporterof throo 
points of tho Govoriimeut policy, viz: 
Finance, Drydoclcand Railway. On ot'ior 
questions he resorvod to himself tho right 
to act independently. Here are his very 
wonls: 

"AS TO NEW MEASURES WHICH 
THE GOVERNMEiVT MIGHT I'UT 
] O R W A R i ) . II E WOULD, O F 
COURSE, HOE U HIMSELE ENTIRE- 
LY IN'UEl'EXDENT, BUT WOULD 
VOTE CONSCtEXTIOU.SLY AND TO 
THE BEST OE HIS J UDGMENl'." 

W'hen the now House met iio wont down 
to tho lioalh with tho Walkeiii Govoni- 
mont, and was praised for his manly, 
straiglitforward cour.se by tho local or(,'au 
of that Govorumout. His political obli- 
gations having been discharged, ho was 
under no personal obligdtioa to tho cx-Prc- 
mier. He was not a follower, a tool of 
his senior coUoagno. Ho was not sent 
down to perform menial oflico.s at his bid- 
ding, iio wiv.i Hi-nt down to ropreeont 
Cariboo, nut ^Ir. Walkem. 

This, wo claim, ho has done to tho best 
of his great ability, and ho is entitled to 
ro-eleotion by acclaiuatiou at tho hands of 
his constituents, who will surely not ro- 
fose to be represented in a Cabinet that 
has shown n lively inteirost in their wel- 
fiiro by Btimuhiting and encouraging en- 
terprises dosigiKul to bonofit tho entire 
dirftrii't. ft is with tho object of making 
himself more iiiiiiful in the future to thoso 
v/hom ho worthily loproaonts that Mr. 
Davio liaa accepted oillco;aud it is because 
* be has beenindispendeDtand useful to his 
, dislrict that ho is to be opposed by the 
Walkomiles, who aro striving to climb to 
. oDico ovor the ruins of the district, which 
. tUey claim tu own and run. 
■ . If Mr. Walkem hud tlio gooil of the 
.district at heart ho would di scounteiiniico 
amovement which, if succesnful, would 
. eeriottsly injuro it by depriving it, for the 
next two yo!ir.s, at least, of a reprosonla- 
tive in tho Cabinet. In askin;,' his friends 
to oppose I\lr. D.ivio ho is a^kiii<,' lh(!in to 
make u saerilice that no m:ui should ex- 
jieot from unoiher. 

Our Boundary, 

Tho nnnouncoment mudo a coui)lo of 
months ngo that a ijarty would proceed 
to the Stiokcon for the purpose of ascer- 
taining where the boundary line between 
Britiab Columbia and that bolt of British 



boundary folly, orosseB that river was re- 
ceived here with no little satisfaction. 
Despite ofllcial rolieence, enough has 
already transpired to justify tho assertion 
that tlio rocont survey coudnctod by Mr. 
Hunter has demonstrated tho important 
fact that the true boundary iutorsecls tho 
Stickeen some eighteen miies from tho 
ooast line, and, consequently, many miles- 
nearer its mouth than has been contended 
by our American cousins or even claimed 
by our own people. Tho significanoe of 
this result will bo hotter understood when 
it is stated that this brings us far enough 
down tho river to ouablo a class of steam- 
ers suitable for navigating tho waters be- 
tween Victoria and Wraugol to proceed 
direct to British territory on tho Stickeen, 
thereby nvoiiling nil tho detention, ex- 
pense, inconvonicnco and vexatious an- 
noyance.s conse([uent upon being compel- 
led to report at an American customhouso 
and trana-ship within Amorican territory. 
But, in order that practical effect bo given 
to thia important discovery, it seems no- 
cossary thatan international survey should 
bo made; for it can hardly bo expected 
that a merely preliminary survey, made 
entirely by ouiselves and on our own res- 
ponsilulity, will bo recognized by our 
neighbors, or that they will feel thom- 
Bolves at oil bound thereby. Under tliocii; 
eumsfuncoa, wo would earnestly urge up- 
on the Dominion Government tlio ol)vioii3 
duty of taking immodiato stojis for the 
early completion of tho work so well 
begun, — obtaining the eoncurrouco of 
tho United States Government for 
a joint survey. And in doing this we take 
occasion to point out thot it will not bo 
enough to define tho boundary at tho 
single point where it shall intcrsrct tho 
Stickoon. At the time the iittontioa of 
tho Dominion Govoriiment was diroctod 
to tho Bubjo,;t it is quito true that this 
seemed to bo the siuglo point involving 
couuideralions of immediate practical im- 
portance. But since that time another 
gold field, and one which promises to 
eclipso Cassiar in point both ot'oxtenl and 
l)roduotivenoss, has sprung into existenco. 
Shuck, or Schuoli croak, a stream of con- 
siderable sizo and fed by numerous triliu- 
tarios, falls into theseaabout eovcnty-livo 
milos northwest from Wrangel, Gold 
was first found on its banks last season by 
a party who had been unsuccessfully ])ros- 
peoting Tarcoo river. It was prospectoLl. 
ronglily, about twouty-iive miles from it« 
mouth with goua vo^ilts; but o« there is 
uu trail, and , eoiiHeiinoiillj', grout diHi- 
culty in transporting supplies and reqni- 
aifo mining appliances, operations hft\o 
as yet beou contlued to within ubjuL 
seven milos of tho seaboard. It is believed 
that still richer diggings will bo found to 
exist higher ui) the stream, from where 
tho gold now being taken out has evident- 
ly been washed, and it is confidently pre- 
dicted by those well accustomed to rpitd 
tho lossons of the rocks and gold-bearing 
formations that the Sliuok washes an ex- 
tensive and rich gold-field. So mot it bo; 
but, bo that as it may, it is perfectly cer 
tain that tho present indications aru most 
favorable to snch a view. But now for 
tho practical application: It has boon 
seou that these diggings pay well from 
tho mouth of tho Shuck, and there is eve- 
ry reason for believing they will pay Btill 
better further up. Tliis stream takos ils 
rise fur back in British territory, and 
runs through the bolt of folly, as wo havo 
ventured to designate that n irrow strip 
along the seaboard so insanoly conceded 
to Russia ond now belonging to tiie Unit- 
ed States of America; and if it is not yet 
absolutely certain, itis at any rate quito 
reasonable to assume that tho richest us 
well as tho moat extensive diggings ou ils 
course lie within British territory. Now, 
the reader will see at a glance that here 
wo shall have a fresh field jiromising to 
bo infinitely more prolific in international 
disiiiites and entanglement than that pre- 
sented on tlio Stickoon. Wo shall have a 
cunlinnons commiinity of minor.s and 
traders oxt( nilii);c from tho month of tho 
Shuck uj) iL:i bunks f.ir into Briti.-3h terri- 
tory; and, in the absence of any defined 
lino marking 'where American territory 
ends and British territory begins, it can 
easily bo imagined whut vexing eomplica- 
tiouB muot arise, involving (lucstioiis of 
protection to life and inojierty of the 
most serious natuio, and which would bo 
so liable to eiilminato in violenco and 
bloodshud. It will not do for the Govorn- 
monls concerned to wait until actual em- 
broilment compels them to apply a tardy 
roiiieily. It is the interest, as it is un- 
questionably the duty, of both, acting 
upon the prineiplo that "[(revontion is 
l)('tter than cuie," to a loot means for 
uvoidiijf^ bucli a calamitous coiulition. In 
other words, both Govonimonts shoiihl 
take immodiato steps for having tho in- 
ternational boundary line properly defin- 
ed, not only where it intersects tho Stick- 
een, but where it crosses the Shuck and, 
indeed, all other streams of con.se<iuoiieo 
running through tho b.dt in quostiou and 
on whoso banks gold ditrgiijga may iit any 
momont bo discovered nini worked.

Williaji Grimes (colored) sworn— Do- 
posed that ho was a laborer forDnndmuir 
and Co.; romemborod Sunday, 25di Feb 
raary; in tho affcjruooii saw a largo crowd 
of minora coujiug from tho WoUiugton 
mine to Departure Bay; when they got 
do.wa thO) Burroaaded the threa ahaulioa 
yrhara the new men were living and rush- 
c^'ia a'ttd.'Lfui'ridd' the men out te'ling 
th6m^ to-*'hu'rry QUt;'' .. saw them ru.diing 
tho baggage along; some of the now men 
didn't want to come out, then tho old mi- 
ners went in and hurried them out; I see 

■ a good many men in Court who were 
amongst the old miners. 

Mr. Drake — Well, point them out. 
"Witness, pointing to tho prisoners — All 
the gontlomen on do jury. (Laughter.) 

His Lordship— All the prisoners,! Bup- 
pose you mean. 

Mr. Dftike— Do you know the name of 
'ft man who was Rti iick. 
> 'WitneB*— No, sir; I didn't fasten on to 
his name very .much, (Laughter.) 

Evideboe continued— I saw all tho live

Luigi Vidliguzzi sworn— Was ono of 
tho 33 now men; when ho went to the 
mines at Wellington ho saw about 70 
other men around; on Hunday at D epar- 
ture Bay he was in his room aslooi), a 
crowd of niiuors cain;; in and told hinV to 
got out; ho was in bed with a soro leg 
and asked to bo left quiet; tho men re- 
plied "siok or no sick, conio outl" Then 
they got hold of him by tho Ic^ti and pull- 
ed him out o( bod, and told him to take 



not want to do so, if they wanted to they 
could do it themselves; they then got hold 
cf tho luggaga and put it into canoo3; told 
him to go to Nanaimo by the road, but 
witness said "no; if I must go send me by 
boat,. I'm siok;" when in tho canoo thoy 
compolled him to paddlo and called bim 
a laay Italian; lio got into tho canoo of his 
own will bocauso thoy wanted to compel 
him to walk to Nanaimo and he couldn't; 
couldn't see any of the persons in tho 
Court room^ who pulled him out of bed. 
Coald not identify prisoners; when he 
arrived at Nanaimo ho wanted to take his 
luggage up town but thoy wouldn't let 
him, and some of tho old miuerii took all 
th« luggage and put it into a room; wlron 
lie was going to get his luggage ho was 
forced into a bar-room by some of the old 
minors; the men in. .the bar-room wero 
discussing when the hew men should go 
away; ho saw that ho would bo compelled 
to leave so he decided to go that evening; 
ho would rather havo stayed at Nanaimo, 
but ha had to get into a oanoe bocauso he 
saw it was no good resisting the crowd; 
before this he refused to leave in two 
other oanoes because they were so loaded 
he feared ho would bo drownedf he 'got 
into tho fir.st ono andaftor it was pushed 
oir ho got out beoauao ho saw it was not 
safe, and had to wade ashore; when ho got 
hero he had no money, but he got $15 
from Mr. Aatrieo, it being tho sum allot- 
ted to liim by tho minors. 

Cross examined — Did not know of Se- 
cond asking any of the old minerH for 
money ; had not himself asked for any; 
nobody made him the offer to go back to 
Nanaimo if ho wero dissatisfied; when ho 
arrived at Astrico's ho saw a goutlonnin 
whom heuudorstood to bo Mr.Duusmuii's 
partner who told him through Mr. Astrico 
that ho would pay for his board to rinnain 
horo and ho would send him back to Nan- 
aimo after the arrival of the atoamer from 
Sim Traucisco; next morning two. of the 
old miuerri, ono of whom was Adams, and 
another minor with a sc.ir under his left 
eye told liim that thoy wero paying for 
his board and would give him money to 
go to San l''rauoisco; witness said that ha 
would remain here and obey the instruo- 
tions of his employer; none of the minors 
offered to pay his way back to Nanaimo. 

V. Boeri,an Italian, sworn, depo.sed 
that he was also ono of tlie 33 miners who 
went up to Naniumo to worlt at Iho Wol- 
liiiglon mine. On Sunday, February l!5th 
«boul I-IlIO o'clock a numbor of tho o!d 
minors camo down to Departure i3ay and 
wanted tho now men to go back to San 
Francisco tolJingthem they had bettor not 
work in the mine — "Don't work for 'Mr. 
Dunamuir, he is a bad man aniL^.jiobbed 
us." WituesB said ho.'wct)ildn'f,ifotk ulpn* 
if tho others did not go, but ho wanted to 
stay there as ho had been engaged in S;in 
Fi anuisco to work in the miuo. Ho tolil 
them ho declined to take tho orders from 
the old mon to the now. Ho then went 
for a walk and when he camo back found 
all thn old men making a great noise talk

saw ODO of tho old minors catch hold of 
one of hia conntrynieu by the arm and 
pull him out of the houso. Saw tliat 
ev. rything was tiken out of tho house 
and missed his valise. Saw one of tho old 
miners oarryiog Osborne's trunk and af- 
terwards saw bis valise in aboat. Oot in- 
to tlie canoe and when ho got to Nanaimo 
t'uo old min.'rs would not lot him tako his 
valise. They saiil tliey w mid [lut the bag- 
gage into a liouso and "t\\. it goo.l." Wit 
iK'.si was then iudueod to go uito a bar- 
room but previoa dy two of tha miners 
saw him spoaking to Mr. Dunsmnir and 
when he went into the bar-room to tell 
Osborne Mr. D. wanted to see him, tha 
old minors would not let him or witnos-i 
go oat. [ Identilioa William.') as ono of 
tho crowil at Departure Lay and Nanai- 
mo j In tho bar-room ouo of tho men 
mado a speech which was interprolod to 
witness to be "that if 10,000 Italians camo 
there to work the old minors would kill 
them all." Tlie intorproter also said tlie 
company had robbed Iho minors. Wit- 
nftis thought the man was crazy. (Laugh- 
ter.) A minor standing on a chair said it 
was bettor that tho new miuers should bo 
cleaned out that night or next morning. 
Tho speaker when he hud finished treated 
everybody to supper, etc., after whioh tho 
old minor:3 took all tho uew«nes down to 
tho water's edge whero canoes were. Wit- 
ness didn't want to go but was pushed in- 
to a canoe. Two of tho old miners got 
into the canoo and accomp.iniod thoie in 
it to within 18 miles of Viotori:i wiu-ro 
I hey all landed and wero giTon i)y .Vdums 
i^ib each to tiike them to Sun Francisco. 
Witness said ho didn't want to go to San 
Francisco, if ho couldn't get a job soon in 
Victoria he would go back to Nanaimo. 
Adams told him it would ba bettor for 
liim if ho didn't go back there. 

CroH^-exiiminod — Neither took my own 
or anybody olso's valise down to the ca- 
noe and didn't ask anybody to take mine 
down. Didn't toll Adams I had to leave 
Italy bcoanae I slabbed a man. The man 
on Iho obair didn't say all who want to 
go stand on this aide, all wiio don't want 
to go st ind on tho other, I didn't say 1 
wanted to leare bec.iuso I w.is afraid <A 
tho law if I broke luy oiig.igoment. No 
ouo offered mo money to ooiuo liero to 
give evidouco. 

James Dansmuir, sworn, deposed- 1 
was SuperinleUdent of the mine. I re- 
member tho 25th February; mot a crowd 
of men on th'o roul to Depiirtnro I'ay. 
Four ot the pri^ioners weie in tiio lead, 
Ilo.ikiiis wa.s about oO or KlDyards liehir.d. 
There were about lliO in tho crowd iuclii-i- 
ing new miners. 1 asked Iho new men 
whore thoy wore going and they "said to 
Nanaimo, the old miners wore forcing 
them there." Second at my request mado 
an attempt to turn b..ck but tho miners 
ii/rrouiiiled him ami wouldn't let him 
return. I'liilips said "wo aro going to 
take them iu^o Nanuimo." I replied 
"You've tidcen tho law into ynur own 
bauds." IIo said "wo are going to toll 
thorn the truth, that you've tolil us lies." 
Tho old minora were swearing anil curs- 
iii!^. Tho whole crowd woro using force 
to push Sucoiul and tho new minors to 
wai'da Nananiino. 

Cross examined— I once threatened to 
kick ft man named Bolton off my father's 
premiRos and had a right to do bo. 

Evidence ol)jooted to by tho Crown as 
having no liuaring on tlio issue. 

Mr. Walkom argued that tho oviilonco 
WHS m eoasary to siiow for the defence 
that his clients hail beiin wronged in the 
quDrition of weiglitK and had .fimply stat- 
ed f.icts to the now men who had llien ro- 
fiiflod to work for fear of similar 'wrong.'. 

His Lurdsbip said that it did not matter 
if Mr. Dnnsmuir's weights wero wrong; 
HO long as any person thought fit to work 
for liim no body of mon had a right to 
say "you shall not do so" or Viy violi noo 
to attempt to intimidato. Tho'ovidonoo 
of a previous (juarrol butwcon Bolton and 



from uaing his own propeifty by employ- 
ing other mou. It wasMK Walkem a du- 
ty to show that there had been no intimi- 
dation by assault, no violonoa used to 
prevent tho men from working. If tho old 
minors had any claim against Mr. Duna- 
muir for short weights liiey had their re- 
dress in a Court of Jaw, but; thoy had no 
right to obtain tlioir rovengo by taking tho 
law in their own hands. Tho real issiio 
was whether tho prisoners combined to 
prevent Second from fulfilling a contraot 
with Mr. Dunamuir. 

Witness to Mr. Walkom— I didn't tell 
33olton that he was always grumbling 
about weights and scales, nor did I threat- 
OH to kick liim otr for that; I discharged 
Haggorty bocnuso ho accused the company 
of cheating. If you, Jlr. Walkom, wero 
half as honest as the company yon'd do 
pretty well (laughter.) 

Mr. Walkem- Perhaps so, but I might 
be as importinout as you, thon. 

Witness — I invited several of the men 
to test the scales, bat Ihad to do it myself. 
They wouldn't do it beoatiso they 'thought 
80 littio of it. 

Joseph Hurpor deposed to the old min- 
ors coming to Departuro Bay and tolling 
tho now ha'ids wlio wore in tho houses 
that thoy must coiuo out; and as to pack- 
ing of their baggage down to tho water's 
edge; lio ideutilied tha prisoners as be- 
ing ainoiigat tho crowd; saw two of tho old 
men walking a new man down to the hill, 
but did not see liim struck. 

This closed tho case fortho prosecution, 
and in opening tho case for tho prisoners 
Mr. Walkem ^iiid that lio wonld briefly 
stite his lino of defence. Before coming 
directly to that, however, ho wished to 
ask the jury to disabuse their minds of 
any impressions croutod by uowsjjapor 
ai ticlcs, and then proceeded to deprecato 
in strong terras what ho lorniod "drag- 
ging the case through tlh> iiolliiteil chan- 
nels of politics." lie eouhl not liel]) feel- 
ing that the attacks which had been di- 
rected ut him placed bim in a questionable 
position before the jury, but Iio wished 
once and forever to dony moat omphati- 
cally that lie iiad in the slightest mannor 
fomented ono particio of what ho might 
term this Provincial misohiof. Tho per- 
son wdio caused any such rumor to bo oir- 
cnlatod deserved richly to occaiiy tho po- 
sition in '.vliich his clients now wero ulac- 
od. If ho (Mr. W.) had fomented' this 
trouble it was ovident t'.iiit ho nmst bavo 
done so to seive his own vile purposoj, 
but ho sincerely hoped the jury woukl 
boliovo that he, far from doing anything 
BO monstrous, bad made every effort; tp^ 
reconcile what h» alioiilil show now to bb 
two irreconcilable onds. Ho would show 
tho jury that it bad been impossible to 
arrange the matter out of court and thai 
his client-i hail been driven to their pres- 
ent position by a system of potty tyranny 
which should nevor have been displayed 
by a firm employing a largo niimhor of 
men. .\ quarrel ho would show had ex- 
isted between Mr. Dnnsmuir and his men 
and it was a question whether the latter 
had lieon lumc.stly dealt with. It would 
at louht appear that tho hive of industry, 
as tho mine might ba termed, had boun 
Reriously interfered with and that thero 
had been somo grave circumstsnees to 
result in those procoediogs. Tho learned 
counsel then wont on to explain the modi- 
fication of the law since 1851, and that tho 
indictments had been drawn under tho 
Canadian .\('t of 187G. The jury would, 
therefore, have tn dei^ide liow far the pris- 
oners ciiino within the luirview of that 
Act. The evidouco whioh would bo ad- 
duced for tho defence would entirely da- 
stroy, pioco by piece, that produced 
by the Crown. Witnesses would be oall" 
ed who would state in their blunt manner 
that they "di 1 na come hero toseaodalizo 
Mr. Dunsmnir, lint to tell the plain 
truth." After alluding to Mr. DuuHmnir's 
j)rivato chai actor the learned counsel 
stated ho would rIiow that Mr. Loafs im- 
pressions as to what ho saw wore faulty. 
Direct evidence would be given to . show 
that what Mr. Loat thought he saw did 
not tako place. He (Mr. W.) contended 
that under tho new law of loTd tho mem- 
bers of a combination wero only respon- 
f-iblo for thoir individual acts, and would 
show that thoro was no eousiiiracy to pre- 
vent the men alluded to in tha evidence 
from working for Mr. Dunsmuir and he 
would also show that the Italian witnessos 
had not told tho Avholo truth. Tho do- 
fens'j would also prove that the now men 
had rio intention of working for tho com- 
liauy, but that most of them had gone to 
Nanaimo armed, and as Mr. Duuninuir 
had described thom, wore a "queer lot of 
wharf rats." The old men be should show 
had behaved in a most exemplary manner. 
Mr. Dunsmnir had not been assaulted, 
not a nail III tho mine hud been drawn; 
his life had not been threatened and his 
property had not boon damaged — a stato 
of things which would scarcely havo exist- 
ed under similar circumstances in anyothor 
portion of civilization. Many.of the men 
boro excellent characters and had been 
employed about tho minn for a number of 
year.-!. Witli bis Lord.ship'a pi'rnjisKion 
he would postpone calling any evidouco 
till I'^riday next. 

The Court thou adjourned till 11 a.m. 
on Friday.
